U.S. TO SELL SECURITIES — 
TO RAISE $3,500,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 
(AP)— The Government an- 
nounced today it wants to raise 
about three and one-half bil- 
lion dollars in new cash next 
week through sales of short- 
term securities. 

The Treasury said it will 
offer on Monday about one 
billion dollars of 13-month 
Treasury notes to yield 342 per 
cént interest. It also will offer 
for cash subscription about 
22 billion dollars of 219-day 
special Treasury bills to be 
issued at a fixed price which 
will yield interest of approxi- 
mately 34% per cent per year. 

Treasury officials said they 
were more or less forced to 
offer short-term securities be- 
cause of the recent decline in

The Urban Redevelopment 
Corp. has arranged to borrow

The bank loans will bear 5 
per cent interest and will be 
secured by mortgages on the 
apartment buidings.

The effort to obtain Mat- 
thews’s help in killing the 
project was made by represen- 
tatives of the South County 
Civic Committee at a meeting 
last Sept. 5. The committee has 
been fighting plans for. the 
Jefferson Barracks housing de- 
velopment. 

Asked to Fire Authority. 

At the meeting, held at 
Schober’s Wine Restaurant, 
6925 South Lindbergh boule- 
vard, St. Louis county, Mat- 
thews said, representatives of 
the group asked him to fire all 
members of the County Hous- 
ing Authority, sponsor of the 
Jefferson Barracks project. 

“I rejected this suggestion,” 
Matthews asserted. “I told the 
group I had confidence in mem- 
bers of the Authority and 
would appoint every one of 
them.to the agency again if I 
were making new appoint- 
ments.” 

John P. Carson, executive di- 
rector of the South County 
group, who was present at the 
meeting, denied that Matthews 
was asked to fire members of 
the Authority. 

“IT asked him if he would 
oust the housing commissioners 
if evidence were produced of 
misfeasance or malfeasance in 
office,” Carson stated. He said 
ouster of the commissioners 
would aid his group’s efforts 
to kill the Jefferson Barracks 
project. 
| Threat to Republicans. 
| At the meeting with Mat- 
| thews, Republicans were threat- 
, ened with political reprisals if 
| action was not taken. against 
the Housing Authority. “The 
Republicans are going to pay 
for this,” one of the persons 
present was quoted as telling 
Matthews.

In pressing for Matthew’s aid 
in delaying or killing the pro- 
posed Jefferson Barracks proj- 
ect, members of the South 
County group put before the 
supervisor complaints about 
eligibility of some tenants in 
the present housing project at 
Jefferson Barracks. 

Noting that a committee of 
the council is now investigat- 
ing these complaints, Matthews 
said he felt a new regulation 
should be established requiring 
residence of one year in St. 
Louis county ‘as a condition for 
admittance of tenants to the 
new project. 

U.S. Funds Advanced. 


He cautioned that any af- 
tempt to abandon the proposed 
Jefferson Barracks project 
would be fraught with diffi- 
culty. “It would be economi- 
cally unsound,” he stated, “for 
the county would be required 
to repay about $230,000 in fed- 
eral funds that have been ad- 
vanced for the project. 

“We also would have finan- 
cial liability to the contractor 
on the project.” A $3,025,825 
contract for construction of 
the proposed 288-unit develop- 
ment at Jefferson Barracks 
was awarded Sept. 9 and pre- 
liminary grading of the site 
has been stated. 

At the hearing yesterday, 
opponents of the project filled 
the council chamber and stood 
massed in hallways outside the 
room in the courthouse at 
Clayton. Some persons stood 
on the dais where members 
of the council sit. 

Many of the people came to 
the courthouse in two large 
busses that made special trips 
from the Lemay and Jefferson 
Barracks areas. Carson said 
arrangements for the group’s 
appearance were made by the 
South County Civic Committee. 

Hearing Not Scheduled. 

A hearing on the public 
housing project had not been 
scheduled by the council, and 
Councilman Thomas C. Dunne 
(Dem.), First District, observed 
tartly:

Decision or Bluff? 

The question being asked in 
official quarters here is wheth- 
er these private threats repre- 
sent a decision to force a mili- 
tary showdown or merely 4 
bluff to test United States’ in- 
tentions and gain limited politi- 
cal goals. 

Leaders of this Government 
are not in agreement on their 
estimate of. this campaign, but 
most of them are inclined to 
believe that there is a large 
element of bluff in all the re- 
cent Communist talk. 

The Communists have never 
indulged much in understate- 
ment, ner have they hesitated 
to abandon a threatened course 
of action if the threats did not 
work. They made innumerable 
threats against the United 
States, Bri and France in 
the Berlin blo@kade and against 
Britain and France in the Brit- 
ish-French invasion of Egypt. 
The threats did not work on 
Berlin, but they did have some 
effect in the Suez landings. 

Officials here who assume 
Peiping and Moscow are bluff- 
ing now point to the Berlin in- 
cident. Others recall that the 
West alse assumed Peiping was 
bluffing when it threatened to 
enter the Korean war and on 
that occasion the West was 
wrong. 

Warnings Baffling. 

Thus, Washington is frankly 
baffled about the meaning of 
all these private and public 
warnings by the Communists. 
Most officials agree that the 
Communists tend to get 
alarmed whenever power is 
brought close to their fron- 
tiers; as it is now in the For- 
mosa straits. 

What puzzles them, however, 
is why Peiping and Moscow 
emphasize the difficult objec- 
tive of driving the United 
States away from Formosa 
rather than concentrating on 
Quemoy and Matsu, where 
they have an easier military 
exercise and a more plausible 
legal case. 

The Western Allies are 
clearly divided on defending 
Quemoy and Matsu, but not on 
defending Formosa against an 
armed attack. Normally, the 
Communists. concentrate on 
points of diviison in the West- 
ern alliance, but in this case 
they have been emphasizing 
the larger and more difficult 
goal of clearing the United 
States Seventh Fleet out of the 
entire area of Formosa. 

Chances Very Bad. 

This is all the more puzzling 
to officials here because the 
Chinese Communists do not 
have the air or naval power to 
launch a_ suecessful invasion 
across 100 miles of open water. 
If they had limited their im- 
mediate claims to the offshore 
islands, their long-run chances 
of a political and even military 
success there would not have 
been bad, but their chances of

WASHINGTON 
mgm Eisenhower had 

a significant talk about la- 

bor with two of his Cabinet 
officers the other day. He was 
troubled because of labor’s op- 
position to his Administration. 

On Labor day, Mr. Eisen- 
hower had asked his staff what 
other Presidents had done on 
Labor day and was told that 
other Presidents usually had 
addressed labor rallies in De- 
troit or other industrial cen- 
ters. Mr. Eisenhower asked if 
he had received any invitations 
to speak before labor groups 
and was told that he had not. 

Following this, Mr. Ejisen- 
hower saw Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell and Secretary of Com- 
merce Weeks on one of his 
trips to Washington. 

The fact that he had not 
been invited to a labor rally 
must have been on his mind 
because he asked why no invi- 
tation had been received from 
labor groups during the five 
years he had been in the White 
House. 

Mitchell in Same Boat. 

He also asked Mitchell why 


he himself did not speak to 


a labor group in Detroit on 
Labor day. Mitchel] hedged, 
but the Secretary of Com- 
merce, Boston blueblood .Sin- 
clair Weeks, did not. Obvious- 
ly, Weeks said, the reason 
Mitchell did not speak was be- 
cause he had not been invited. 

This miffed the Secretary of 
Labor. He does not get irri- 
tated easily, but being needled 
in front of his chief did irri- 
tate him. He replied that on 
Labor day he had been on 
“Meet the Press” and “Capitol 
Cloakroom” to discuss labor 
problems, 


“That's a fair answer,” re- 
plied the President, “but, after 
all, panel shows are not quite 
the same thing as addressing 
a labor rally.” 

Once again Mr. Eisenhower 
asked how come no members 
of his Administration spoke be- 
fore a labor group on Labor 
day. He said he had been led 
to believe by the Secretary of 
Labor that he, Mitchell, had 
been wooing labor all. these 
years and it seemed strange 
that no talks were given by 
any official of the Labor De- 
partment before a big labor 
group. 

Profitless Wooing. 

Secretary Weeks, who 
doesn’t like labor any more 
than Gov. Faubus likes Thur- 
good Marshall, again applied 
the needle. 

“All of the wooing by the 
Labor Department,” he said, 
“simply has not paid off.” - 

“Some of the business groups 
are not in love with the Ad- 
ministration either,” retorted 
Mitchell, “so maybe you've got 
some wooing to do too.” 

The President then changed 
the subject. 

The White House staff was 
surprised at this discussion. 
They had not realized that the 
President was interested in 
what went on Labor day. 

What neither of his Cabinet 
members told Mr. Eisenhower 
was that he is probably the 
first President since the estab- 
lishment of Labor day who has 
never given a live talk to a 
labor group on that anniver- 
sary.

ENTAGON EXPERTS on

It is pointed out that aerial 
bombing by fighter bombers, 
which is the only type of bom- 
bardment aircraft in National- 
ist hands, is much less accurate 
than artillery fire. It is true 
that bombs contain much high- 
er loads: of explosive, but, in 
contrast, artillery shells can 
be fused to explode after deep 
penetration and are thus more 
effective against dug-in artil- 
lery @mplacements. It also is 
as easy to fire 100 artillery 
shells as it is to drop a single 
bomb. The Nationalist bomb- 
ers, based 150 miles away, can 
carry only a few bombs on each 
trip to targets on the Chinese 
mainland. 

The United States is ,quite 
unlikely to permit the Na- 
tionalists to bomb the artillery 
emplacements around Amoy 
harbor or the Communist air- 
fields on the nearby mainland. 

Invites Attack on Formosa. 

The reason is that this could 
lead to Communist counter- 
aerial bombardment, in much 
greater force on the confined 
area of Quemoy and—much 
more serious — of Nationalist 
airdromes on Formosa. 

If Formosa were bombed, 
even though it were in retalia- 
tion for Nationalist bombing, it 
would bring into effect the 
United States-Formosa defense 
treaty. This obligates the 
United States to assist’ in the 
defense of Formosa and the 
Pescadores if they are attacked. 
Thus the United States would 
be brought into active partici- 
pation in the hostilities.

Those are the provisions of the European 
Convention for the Protection of Human 
Rights and Fundamental Freedoms. They re- 
semble other declarations and covenants, in- 
cluding that of the United Nations. But there 
is a difference. . 

The European convention was adopted as 

‘ law by the Council of Europe, which embraces 
all nations west of the Iron Curtain ex- 
cept Switzerland, Portugal and Spain. Fur- 
ther, having been ratified by eight of the 
15 member-governments—Austria and Iceland 
recently created tue necessary number—the 
Council now is setting up a European Court 
of Human Rights, a sort of international su- 
preme court which will hear appeals from a 
Human Rights Commission and take over 
cases which the Commission fails to settle. 
Individuals, organizations and governments 
will beable to carry complaints to the Com- 
mission and, if necessary, to the Court. 

This is something new. The International 
Court of Justice, of course, has been sitting 
at The Hague for a long time, and various 
special commissions have been created from 
time to time to arbitrate international con- 
flicts. Yet the authority of these agencies, 
generally speaking, is confined to govern- 
ments, and they may pass on a given case 
only with the consent of the governments in- 


volved. Now the European governments have . 


modified sovereignty to the extent that an 
individual citizen may take a grievance 
against his own government to a court be- 
yond that government’s national jurisdiction. 

It is significant that this innovation was 
introduced for the protection of basic rights 
already generally recognized under national 
law. It may be even more significant as a 
precedent for codified, enforceable interna- 
tional law since it offers a pattern for simi- 
lar courts with jurisdiction over commercial 
disputes and the like. But it is most signifi- 
cant as an indication of the progress toward 
European integration. Beginning with the 
Council of Europe, the Coal and Steel Com- 
munity, the Common Market and similar in- 
stitutions, the “European”-idea now has been 
extended into the judicial field. 

Each of these innovations is a.foundation 
stone for the contemplated European parlia- 
ment. The new court may be the most im- 
portant of these stones on which the structure 
of a new Europe is slowly rising. 


As Ingenious as Ever 

However American science may lag, it is 
comforting to report that American ingenuity 
seems to be as sharp as ever—and as bizarre. 
The development of a drive-in super-market 
in Linden, N.J., probably was an inevitable 
result of drive-in banks, drive-in laundries, 
drive-in movies and even drive-in churches. 

But the circular, revolving bed invented by 
two New Orleans men has all the outward 
signs of novelty—plus the usual claims to 
utility. By turning around a fixed headboard, 
it is said to prevent misshapen springs and 
mattresses, thus promoting more comfortable 
sleep. Give the crank a turn each day, and 
it will take 18 days before you have to 
sleep on the same spot twice. Placed in 
the middle of a room, the bed is said to be 
very decorative. ; 

Also decorative are live worms colored red, 
blue, green, yellow or any other desired color. 
Three Tucson men have taken out a patent 
on a harmless food product which colors the 
worms. This, they say, makes them much 
more productive for anglers. The assump; 
tion seems to be that fish are not as bright 
as humans since we remember that similarly 
colored eggs—offered here a while back to put 
variety into breakfast—did not catch on.

On the Wrorig Side 

The Little Rock Air Base’s decision to. allow 
segregation in a new off-base federally-fi- 
nanced elementary school for airmen’s: chil- 
dren shows a remarkable supineness toward 
the Constitution which all Air Force members 
are sworn to defend. The Air Force’s excuse is 
that it attempts to accommodate itself to local 
conditions and opinions. As the American 
Civil Liberties Union says, this is understand- 
able, but it is no excuse for disregard of the 
constitutional principle of integration. Com- 
ing just at a time when another branch of the 
Government, the Justice Department, was 
carrying the integration issue back to the 
Supreme Court, the Air Base decision for 
segregation certainly confused the issue. 


Quotas and Talks 

Three days before Secretary of State Dulles 
met 21 Latin American foreign ministers in 
Washington, the United States cut import 
quotas of lead and zinc by 20 per cent. ‘This 
was a blow to the export trade of Mexico, Bo- 
livia and particularly Peru, where one min- 
ister said the measure would affect the live- 
lihood of 250,000 persons; and El Comercio 
termed the quotas an “unfriendly measure.” 

The Administration set the quotas to aid 
the depressed North American lead and zinc 
industry only after Congress refused, as an 
alternative, to subsidize such mining. If the 
quotas had to be imposed, certainly it was 
better in terms of frank and open relations to 
announce them before the present meeting 
than afterward. Even then, Mr. Dulles was 
hard put to explain the quotas. 

Such measures show the vast dependency

The Joint Committee 
has put this question to Mr. McCone in strong 
terms, and there is as yet no answer. 

The task of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
Sion is an awesome one, unprecedented in 
the history of our country. In the early days 
after Hiroshima, Americans were intensely 
alive to this fact, and none more so than 
the atomic commissioners, on whose shoul- 
ders the direct weight of responsibility rested. 

During Mr. Strauss’s own tenure as com- 
mission chairman, it was painfully evident 
that his dual role as special adviser to the 
President was weak and possibly dangerous 
administrative practice. It gave him an ad- 
vantage over his fellow commissioners which 
he ought not to have had. It now gives him 
an advantage over his successor which threat- 
ens the integrity of the chairmanship. 

It is not well for the country to have an 
Atomic Energy Commission responsible for 
grave duties but lacking the authority to dis- 
charge them, while the authority rests in a 
shadowy figure who is neither responsible 
for ‘the work nor subject to the supervision 
of the congressional watchdog committee. 

Mr. McCone will either have to call for a 
showdown, and without much delay, or ac- 
cept the fact that the showdown has occurred 
by his own default and he has lost. 


A Bruising Victory 

The vote by which the U.N. General As- 
sembly sustained its steering committee on 
the China question is widely regarded as a 
United States victory. But a victory which 
leaves our cause so battered and sore is per- 
haps the kind that ought not to be repeated. 
Looked at in a-larger context, the winner will 
turn out to be not ourselves but Russia. 

Moscow’s intefests are perfectly served by 
being able each year to lead a brave fight 


_for the admission of Red China to the U.N., 


and by losing the fight each year to “Ameri- 
can imperialism.” This keeps Peiping in the 
status of client and Moscow in the status of 
champion. It permits the Communists to 
rally virtually the whole of Asian and Middle 
East sentiment behind them. It enables Mos- 
cow to drive a wedge into the Western com- 


munity. And it permits the utter unreality ~ 


of America’s China policy to be hammered 
home everywhere—in Asia, the Middle East, 
Latin America, and most of all among our 
Atlantic allies. : 

In this game, in short, our delegation wins 
the roll call and the Communists win every- 
thing else. Can it be doubted that Moscow 
probably would not mind if the game went on 
forever? 


Progress and Delay 


St. Louisans already can drive over new 
sections of the Daniel Boone expressway to 
the west and the Mark Twain expressway to 
the north. They can only dream about the 
Ozark-expressway to the south. 

The Missouri Highway Department has just 
completed an aerial survey of the Ozark route 
as a further token of its determination to 
push ahead with this work despite the inac- 
tion of the Board of Aldermen. The board 
has so far heeded local opposition and has 
failed to agree on the route now being set 
out for it by the state. 

As was the case with the Boone and Twain 
routes, some residents want the Ozark route 
to run anywhere but near their homes. As 
was the case before, this is no way to build 
a highway now. Political pressures can delay 
a highway but only the state engineers can 
build it as it should be built. The aldermen 
will have to recognize this sometime. Why 
not soon? 


The World-Over TV 


One of the unusual features of the fifth 
annual international festival of television ad- 
vertising is that anyone would think to make 
a festival out of TV commercials. The piece 
de resistance was 698 commercials, yet the 
audience loved it. Well, the audience was 
made up of 800 TV experts. ’ 

The consensus was that TV commercials 
are much the same the world over, and the 
world-over TV is a strange world: A little 
man growing into a superman from eating a 
brand of lunchmeat (in Denmark), a pen sold 
like a ballistic missile (in France), a pretty 
girl followed by gay blades because she’s the 
lady of a certain brand of coffee (in Argen- 
tina, of all places).

Catholic Convention Speak- 
er Calls for ‘More Female 
Pressure Groups.’ 


The greatest opportunities 
for women in public life 
are in the field of communica- 
tions, Mrs, Anne Fremantle of 
New York, author and contrib- 
uting editor of Commonweal 
magazine, said hére last night. 

She spoke at the closing ban- 
quet of the convention of the 
National Council of Catholic 
Women at Kiel Auditorium. 


“Today women have to go into 
| politics, local politics, to get 
‘clean milk or clean streets; 
Men are too busy doing 9-to-6 
jobs,” she said. “The Holy 
Father himself urged—almost 
one can say drove—women into 
politics. 


“In the whole area of race 
relations; in the whole area of 
improving the quality of such 
daily necessities as milk, roads, 
books, television ams; in 
the whole area of international 
living, women have new and 
ee opportunities to- 

ay. 

“I am for more pressure 
groups, female ones, no less, 
for I believe democracy is 
made up of clashes and stresses 
and that one of the most im- 
portant of our roles is that 
of influencing public opinion. 


“Today education is equally 
compulsory, for girls as for 
boys, in both England and the 
United States. And here, at 
least, out of a total population 
between the ages of five and 
34 years of age, there are 18,,- 
000,000 women being educated 
to 20,000,000 men. There are 
154 colleges for women only, 
and 573 co-educational. 


“Now, there is no excuse for 
not knowing, No woman can

REJECTED BOY PUT 
ON RIGHT TRACK 


AT CHILD CENTER 


Care and. understanding at 
the Child Center of Our Lady 
of Grace provided a remedy 
for a rejected ll-year-old boy 
to make a normal adjustment. 
The boy's mother deserted him 
when he was six years old and 
the father threatened to kill 
him before he came to the 
center. 

Relatives called the boy 
crazy, and at the center he 
seemed to want to prove they 
were right. He had been smok- 
ing half of his life, and thought 
nothing of setting fires or 
running a knife through the 
door next to a nun’s head just 
to frighten her. 
| The boy ate constantly, but 
did little else. Soon the care 


and understanding at the cen- 
ter won him over. The youth 
was aided through the com- 
bined efforts of psychiatrist, 
social work and therapist at 
the center, a United Fund 
Agency.

In the United States, the 
Jqint Chiefs of Staff met in 
almost continuous session. The 
National Security Council met 
in Washington under the chair- 
manship of Vice President to 
consider what to do about the 
imminent invasion of+ Quemoy 
and then trayeled to Denver 
to meet under President Eis- 
enhower. 

Proposal by Joint Chiefs. 

The Joint Chiefs, under the 
pressure of its chairman, Adm. 
Arthur Radford, who was anx- 
ious to wes any Communist 
Chinese challenge, with Army 
Chief of Staff Matthew B. 
Ridgway dissenting, recom- 
mended that Chiang be per- 
mitted to bormb inland China to 
the full extent he was able 
and that if a Communist at- 
tack on Quemoy took place, 
United States planes would 
joifi in. 


The President did not go 
along, .but instead agreed to 
the mutual defense treaty, but 
with an understanding that 
Chiang would avoid attacks on 
the mainland. 


For about a month, the Na- 
tionalists strafed junks and 
dropped a few bombs on the 
artillery positions, all with no 
observable effect. There was 
no concentration of military 
craft in Amoy harbor and the 
junks that were machine- 
gunned were only poor fishing 
craft and small trading vessels.

“The recession is over and 
we are on the way up,” Hauge 
said in an interview. “The evi- 
dence is quite clear. I do not 
expect the current recovery to’ 
be a false dawn. I think it is 
real.” 

Hauge disagreed with those 
who contend that large scale 
inflation will succeed recovery 


and become a péril to the. 
country. 
“Inflation is a long run| 


threat, but I take the long run | 
view that we are not going to.

“We ought to raise the cigar- 
ette tax 50 per cent,” he told 
a joint meeting of Moberly 
service clubs. “Beer and li- 
quor taxes could. be increased 


considering 
changes in the sales tax or oth- 
er major state taxes.” 

Blair attributed the need for 
additional state revenue to the 
“continuing rise in the cost of 
our government.” This he said, 
stems from the demand for bet- 
ter services, and frem sharp in- 
creases in school population 
and in the number of persons 
in state’ mental hospitals and 
penal institutions. 

The Governor indicated the 
proposed boost in cigarette, 
beer and liquor taxes would 
not produce all the additional 
revenue the state may need. 

The present state cigarette 
tax of 2 cents a package brings 
in about $10,000,000 a year. A 
50 per cent increase would pro_ 
duce an additional $5,000,000 
annually. » ' 

Blair did not specify how 
much beer and liquor taxes 
should be raised, but these 
levies now amount to about 
$10,000,000 annually. He said 
other levies may have to be 
hiked: and collection methods 
revised to make certain the 
state receives all tax revenues 
due. 

But he declared he is op- 
posed. to increasing the Mis- 
souri sales tax, which is now 
bringing in more than $100.- 
000,000 annually, because the 
increase “would fall too heavily 
on those least able torpay.”

heard simultaneously. 
| Earlier in the week Judge 
Sobeloff declined to grant a 
| Stay of integration in Norfolk, 
but offered instead to convene 
the appeals court in an emer- 
| gency session to hear Norfolk's 
appeals. The same offer, orig- 
inally declined, was then ac- 
| cepted by Warren county. 
| Norfolk school board at- 
torney W. R. C. Cocke said the 
main points on which he will 
vase his appeal are actions by

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SURVEY ASSAILS 


STATESPENDING 


BY ‘AUTOMATION’

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 25 
—Curbing of steadily’ mount- 
ing expenditures of the Mis- 
souri State Government under 
the existing system of “ap- 
propriation through automa- 
tion” was urged today by the 
Missouri Public Expenditure 
survey. , 

The survey, a privately sup- 
ported fact - finding agency 
headed by Edward Staples of 
Jefferson City, pointed out that 
Gov. James T. Blair and the 
Legislature actually had com- 
plete control over only about 
13.5 per cent of the $533,903,- 
000 appropriated for the cur- 
rent 1958-1959 fiscal year. 

The other 86.5 per cent of 


‘the spending authorizations for 


the fiscal year, beginning last 
July 1 and ending the follow- 
Ing June 30, are predetermined 
by fixed control laws and form- 
ulas, which give neither the 
Governor nor the Legislature 
full discretion to determine 
needs. 

Blair and state fiscal agen- 
cies have established that the 
financial requirements for ope- 
ration of all activities of the 
state government in the 1959- 
1961 biennium will exceed one 


billion dollars, which would re- | 


quire additional tax revenues. 
Calls for Halt. 

The survey, in its analysis 
of the state’s immediate finan- 
cial future urged “a halt in 
the onward march of appropria- 
tion by automation.” 

It pointed out five ways in 
which appropriations are com- 
mitted in advance to a financ- 
ri pattern or formula that 

wholly or partially restricts 
the budgetary discretion” of 
the Governor and the lawmak- 
ers. They are: 

1. Earmarking by state con- 
stitutional provisions of re- 
ceipts from certain taxes, such 
as gasolime taxes, for specified 
purposes. Such controls ac- 
count for 21 per cent of the 
total state budget. 

2. Fixed controls of funds 
received from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, which also sets spe- 
cifie conditions controlling ex- 
penditures of state matching 
funds in some instances. Such 
federal funds account for ap- 
proximatély one third of the 
state budget for a fiscal year. 

3. Requirements that the 
state match certain federal 
funds, if they are to be re- 
ceived by the state. Such funds 
make up about 10 per cent of 
the state budget. 

4. Commitments by previous 
legislatures as to state funds, 
which specify the spending 
formulas to be met. Such com- 
mitments account for about 21 
per cent of the budget. 

5. Earmarking of receipts and 
fees received by state hospitals 
and institutions for use by the 
state boards and institutions 
which collect these fees and 
receipts. 

Some Earmarking Desirable. 

The suryey, in its study, con- 
eeded it was sound and desir- 
able to earmark some funds in 
advance of collections, such as 
funds for debt service as an 
aid in the sale of state bonds 
at favorable interest rates, and 
earmarking of highway user 
revenues. for highway  pur- 
poses, to prevent road fund 
diversion to non-highway pur- 
poses. 

The report urged that any 
further reduction of the con- 
trol.of the Governor and Legis- 
lature over appropriatiens of 
revenues “should be resolutely 
avoided.” 

A new budget system and 
trained budget staff set up on 
recommendations by Blair “can 
overcome some, but not all of 
the disadvantages of excessive 

redetermination by law of

“Control over the purse 
strings of the state to the maxi- 
mum degree possible and prac- 
tical by the elected Represen- 
tatives of the State,. the Legis- 
lature and Governor,” was re- 
commended by the survey.

On Bids by F oreign Companies

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25— 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
has eased its restrictions on 
foreign manufacturers who bid 
on contracts to supply heavy 
equipment for the corps’ pow- 
er projects in this country. 

Some weeks ago the corps 
started inserting a new clause 
in its invitations for bids. It 
said that the bidding company 
“shall have available or un- 
der constructions within the 
United States or Canada... 
complete repair and testing fa- 
cilities of adequate size to 
service the equipment being 
proposed... .” 

There were strong protests 
from overseas and from the 
State Department, because for- 
eign companies are frequent 
bidders on the corps’ equip- 
ment contracts and because 
there have been many attempts 


to close them out, 

The corps has now issued 
a statement saying it did not 
mean that a bidding company 
had to own repair and test fa- 
cilities here. The new state- 
ment says it will be sufficient 
if-the bidding company “has 
available such facilities.” Hav-

Jesse Bowdry, steaming 
along on a 10-bout winning 
streak, ran into his road 
block, Sonny Ray, and was 

stopped in the 
ninth round at 
Chicago. it 
seems no mat- 
ter whom else 
Jesse can 
beat, here's 
one fellow 
who has his 
number. 

In July of 
1957, Ray hit 
Bowdry 
squarely on 
the chin with 
a righthand punch and 
knocked him out, also at 
Chicago Stadium. That was 
a real shocker to Bowdry 
and his handlers, but it was 
felt that Bowdry had been 
careless in that one. It was 
explained that there was 
some confusion in his cor- 
ner, that he did not follow 
instruction and he was 
nailed. 

Not so on this latest oc- 
easion, From a TV seat, at 
least, it appeared that Jesse 
was boxing Ray as cautiously 
as he possibly could. He 
circled and he jabbed and 
gave Ray as little punching 
room as he could. 

\He even adopted the 
Archie Moore technique of 
covering his head and body 
with arms and hands to ward 
off Ray’s blows. 

Also it was surprising to 
read the score sheets of 
Bowdry ahead going into the 
ninth round. One judge had 
Ray on top by a single point 
and the other had the bout 
scored even. 

From a screen view it <p- 
peared that Bowdry was 
behind, or at best even, 
through seven rounds while 
in the eighth Ray moved out 
in front decisively. 

Bowdry winced noticeably 
from one body blow which 
Ray landed in that session 
and Jesse was hurt visibly 
as he sat in his corner dur- 
ing the intermission. It 
appeared he couldn’t stand 
it when his handlers touched 
the spot where the blow had 
landed. 

And when the ninth round~ 
started, Bowdry was so in-, 
tent upon protecting the 
painful area, that he wasn’t 
too much interested in an 
offensive. The. boy appeared 
to be badly hurt and it was 
no surprise when the referee 
stepped in and stopped the 
contest. . 


Damaging Loss 

The loss was a very seri- 
ous one for Bowdry, who had 
climbed te sixth or seventh 
spot in the rankings of the 
175-pound division, depend- 
ing upon whether you ac-. 
cepted the National Boxing 
Agsociation or Ring Magazine 
ratings. Ray was unranked, 
although he had won nine in 


a row. 

Sonny was boxing his first 
main*event in Chicago in the 
match with Bowdry and had 
made few headlines with his 
previous bouts. 

So it was confidently ex- 
pected that Bowdry would 
avenge the two losses he had 
suffered previously to the 
Chicagoan and go on to big- 
ger and better things. 

In fact, it hdd been stated 
previously by his manager, 
Eddie Yawitz, that Jesse was 
ready for any light-heavy- 
weight in fhe world with the 
exception of Tony Anthony, 
Harold Johnson and Archie 
Moore. % 

Now the boy will have te 
start all over again an 
build his reputation anew. 
He’s only, 20 years of age, 
however, and he should have.

Akins 
took a surprise loss at the 
hands of Del Flanagan on a 
10-round decision only last 
week at St. Paul.

Divided Notices 
For TV Critics 
, NEW YORK, Sept. 25. 
THEY LOVE US; they hate us; but in either case, 
they sure harbor opinions about us. Critics were in season 
last week and we got divided notices. At CBS, 
G. Cowan, the president of the CBS Television Net- 


work, said: “I ask only 
that there be responsible 


on the part of the net- 
works. It’s awfully hard 
to be responsible or crit- 
ical about “Haggis Bag- 
gis” (which is departing). 
Mr. Cowan also de- 
clared: “There sre oc- 
casions when critics or 
reporters of the television 
scene unthinkingly can 
destroy the people on 
whom they sit in judg- 
Ai: ment, And there are 
Sea those who enjoy watch- 
JOHN CROSBY ing these executions just 
as much as the knitting 
needle crowds who gathered to watch the guillotines at the 
time of the French Revolution. This is not a very healthy 
appeal. Fortunately, not many writers pander to this as- 
pect of our society.” 

That’s a remarkably honest statement —re- 
markable, I hasten to add, only in that I didn’t 
know network presidents admitted critics had that 
much power as executioners. Us? Why, some high 
network brass just got finished telling the Fund 
for. the Republic (which is surveying us) that TV 
critics were a joke, that they had no influence 
whatsoever. As I say, we're getting divided ho- 
tices. 


VARIETY, FOR INSTANCE, reports that “many in 
high places throughout the industry are convinced that 
the dailies and the mags are determined to utilize the 
(quiz) scandal in perpetuating their anti-TV gripes and bias. 
What NBC Board Chairman Robert Sarnoff cautioned about 
several months ago in rapping knuckles of the dailies for 
some vigorous anti-TV slanting is now seen bearing some 
full-blown fruition.” 

Badly garbled as that metaphor got, it still managed 
to arouse the alarm of Oliver Treyz, president of ABC-TV, 
who hastily dissociated himself and the rest of the indus- 
try from Mr. Sarnoff. 

On a closed circuit telecast seen by TV editors across 
the country, Mr, Treyz said: “Unfortunately, some people 
seem to have the impression that the spokesman was speak- 
ing for the industry. Those hard words did not speak for 
ABC ... We frequently disagree with you but we don’t 
question your integrity or your motives. 
the opinions of the press and our willingness to heed its 
counsel has been a sybstantial factor. in this network’s ma- 
turing.” 

Well, that’s three networks heard from, all of some 
degree admitting that critics displace a little water. But 
then just when we started puffing out our chests a little 
bit there came an article in a new magazine called Madison 
Avenue which asserts that the New York critics live in a 
dream world, that the real grass roots opinions you can get 
your teeth into and trust are written in Wichita. 

“There’s a lot to be learned from the opin- 
fons of the critics In the hinterlands,” this piece 
ended. “Don’t hesitate to head for the hills those 
mornings when the Times and the Trib and the 
News make unpleasant reading. You'll find the 
critics are a lot friendlier out yonder.” 


IT’S A NICE THESIS except that the piece didn’t sup- 
port its own conclusions. The grass root critics aren't 
necessarily closer to the Neilsen ratings than the New York 
critics (even if it mattered, which it doesn’t). 

Meanwhile, J. P. Miller, a TV playwright whose “The 
Days of Wine and Roses” will be on Playhouse 90, Oct. 2, 
asks: “How many critics constantly read plays — good 
plays — to improve their taste and expand their theatrical 
experience? How many critics have taken or are taking 
courses in acting, playwriting, or directing, the better to 
weigh the contribution of these factors to the total drama?” 
Aw now, ¢’mon, Mr. Miller! How much drama do you 
suppose there is for a TV critic to watch? Drama criticism 
is only a small part of our job. : 

“Calling critics idiots,” thunders Mr. Miller in con- 
clusion, “may seem to be harmless sport, a naive eruption 
of hostility like calling the umpire blind; but under it all 
flows a serious current which everyone subsisting on the 
arts must recognize. The critic is important.”

Orval E. Faubus closed théir schools in the integration 
dispute. 

Possibly it's 
because the cry has now changed from “Johnny, turn 
the TV off and go to studying,” to “Johnny, turn the TV 
on and get your lessons.” 

TV lessons in Little Rock last two hours each for the 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth grades. on three commercial 
television stations. 

“Thirty minutees on TV seems longer than an hour 
does in class,” Nancee Parker, 17, a senior, said. “With 
everybody around, an hour seems to go faster. 

“]T don’t like TV because you can’t ask the 
teacher to repeat questions you can’t understand. 
There's one good thing about it—you don’t have 
to dress for class.”

GALWAY, Ireland. 


UP IN THE COOL of the Galway morning. A “‘des- 
perate” day of rain. (Without rain, it is “a lovely day.”)

How to Cut Fuel Bills: 


THE WEATHER is getting warmer, but chances are 
you will find this climatological fact hard to swallow come 
a blustery day this winter, when the wind is shrieking out 
of the northwest, the thermostat is set at 85 to insulate 
Grandma’s old bones from the chillblains and your fuel bill 
is up 40 per cent. 


. One step that will keep your fuel bills from rising 
: quite that high—and enable you to warm Grandma’s old 
bones just as effectively—is the traditional ounce of pre- 
vention. Have the service man check your furnace now. 


If you’ve got a gas furnace, give your utility company 
a call. It will dispatch a man to make sure your burner 
openings, pilot flame, blower motor and all the other fright- 
eningly arcane machinery they connect are up to snuff. 
Put a new air filter in and take a look at the furnace manu- 
facturer’s instruction book. It will probably show. you how 
to help matters along by judicious use of a little lubricat- 
ing oil. 


Similar precautions, of course, are good for 
any kind of furnace. Broken grates in a coal fur- 
nace or faulty injection in an oil furnace lower a 
plant’s efficiency and thus short change you to the 
point where you get less comfort for more money. 


The furnace is a big factor and so is the control sys- 
tem that regulates it. Both should be checked. But even if 
your furnace is efficient enough to make the drafty cham- 
bers of Grand Central Station seem stuffy, it will have to 
work overtime unless you stop up heat losses. 


More often than not you get this kind of seepage around 
door and window frames. They should be tightly calked 
outside and reinforced with weather stripping inside. This 
can get relatively expensive, particularly with doors, but 
it’s an investment that will quickly pay for itself. 

This ‘also applies to storm windows and doors. A com- 
plete set can cut your fuel bills by as much as 15 per cent 
and if you’ve already got them installed, it’s a good idea to 
check on their condition. Loose fitting storm sashes are 
long on rattles and short on performance. 


Tightening up windows and doors is a must 
for any householder bent on whittling down fuel 
bills. A small investment in new wall insulation, 
if the old stuff has deteriorated, is a big help, too 
This is not a do-it-yourself proposition. 


There is one insulation job you can handle without too 
much difficulty on your own however, and that is the chore 
of blanketing space between your attic floor and the ceil- 
ing below. 

This will pay big dividends over the years and so will 
a sharp eye for such simple heat conservation practices as 
making the fresh air fiends in the house close doors behind 
them when they open their windows at night. There are 
some circles in which hot air is cheap, but the home blown 
kind can get expensive if you don’t make some effort to 
keep your costs down.

Why, then, do we draw the 
line at gym . 


.: The 
habits of our high- 
youngsters are not the most 
edifying in the world. 

The thing they do best, and 
the most of, is sit: They si 
in school at least five hours a 
day. They sit in the 
bus or the jalopy. They sit at 
the homework desk for, two 
or three hours more. They sit 
at meals, at snacks, at TV, at 
movies, at the telephone. 

The telephone mania is espe- 
cially acute. Every. parent 
knows about the business of 
his son or daughter “‘going 
steady on the phone.” 

These kids will get on the 
phone and sit there fort hours 
at a time. I’m very glad it 
didn’t happen in my age; I like 
boys, not telephones. When I 
was a kid, my boy friend had 
to ride three and a half miles 
on his bicycle to reaeth my 
house. He, at least, got some 
exercise. 

Today’s teen-agers who did 
run around outdoors when 
they were smaller seem now 
eir less- 
active companions. e boy or 
girl who does remain physical- 
ly active all too often is looked 
upon as a square. . 

One thing has to be said 
for rock ’n’ roll. At least it 
makes them move. 

So parents now look to the 
high school to provide a gen- 
uine program of physical 
activity for their kids. 

But what generally happens? 
The phys ed programs in most 
high schools are not one bit 
better than they are in the 
elementary schools, where the 
situation, as we've already 
shown, is pitiful. The classes 
in the gymnasiums are too 
large, there is too little time 
and the instructor is forced to 
take the easy way out. 

If there are exams to be 
made up, they: take it out of 
the physical education time. 
If there’s a senior play, they 
take it out of the physical edu- 
cation time. 

Many schools have a _ six- 
weeks phys ed program, and 
then there'll be six weeks of 
home economics and six weeks 
of art. You can’t do anything 
very constructive with that 
kind of thinking. 

Varsity sports? They re- 
strict participation to the best, 
who need it the least, and 
make spectators out of the 
most, who need participation 
the most. . 

Mind you, now, we're deal- 
ing with young men and 
women for whom some of 
life’s grim realities are’ only 
moments away. We give boys 
this sort of physical training, 
and we expect them to be 
ready for military service. We 
give girls even less, and we 
expect them to be prepared 
for having babies. 

Obviously, something dra- 
matic, if not drastic, has to be 
done if we're at all sincere 
about giving our youngsters the 
best preparation for their fu- 
ture lives. And a physical edu- 
cation program that makes the 
participant the rule, rather than 
the exception, is at least a 
partial answer. 

What do you suppose would 
happen if boys and girls were 
put in the same gym classes? 
Oh, sure, they’d be distracted 
by each other for a while. But 
you'd soon find them both much 
more eager to participate in 
calisthenics, tumbling, gymnas- 
tics, apparatus, etc. 

This sort of activity doesn’t 
have to be dull, It’s dull be- 
cause we've allowed it to be- 
come dull, 

Nothing works quite so mag- 
ically as physical attraction. All 
of my exercise classes, from 
kids of grade-school age right 
up to adults, are co-educa- 
tional. You should see the 
electric effect it has on both 
sexes. 

In any case, the physical edu- 
cation programs in our high 
schools have to be revamped 
so that the large majority,

Too many people evaluate 
their athletic programs by how 
many spectators they have on 
Saturday at the football game. 
They also put on paper a tre- 
mendous program, I know of 
one town where they have bas- 
ketball, baseball, football, soc- 
cer, gymnastics, volley ball, 
dodge ball, badminton—every- 
thing. But then, when you sit 
the kids down and ask, “How 
much time do you spend on 
athletics?” it is not very much. 


A schoo] board or an admin- 
istrator should put a stopwatch 
to the physical education pro- 
gram. That’s one way to see if 
it’s real—or only on paper. 

And again, the parent at 
home can help immeasurably. 
Whatever the parents do, their 
children fall into line. It’s up 
to us to find things to do with 
our kids. You'll not only add 
years to your son’s or daugh- 


ter’s life; you'll add years to. 


your own. 

Encourage your sons and 
daughters to give up sitting. 
Sitting can lead to one thing— 
a wide, unattractive seat. En- 
courage them to walk—briskly, 
with arms swinging, head erect, 
the shoulders pulled back and 
down. 

Encourage them to do push- 
ups, chinning, situps with 
weights held behind their 
necks, deep knee bends. Build 
a high-jump and broad-jump 
pit in the backyard for your 
boys; have your daughters do 
daily exercises to the rhythm 
of:a spirited recard on the 
phonograph. 

Don’t let anyone tell you this 
sort of thing is silly. The teen- 
ager who stands like an excla- 
mation point will make an im- 
pression like one. The teen- 
ager who stands like a ques- 
tion mark will be one, all 
through life. 

Perhaps your son or daugh- 
ter is in college. You've made 
out the checks for tuition and 
room and board. You've packed 
the bags full of fine clothes. 
You've done your job. The rest 
is up to him or her. 

Basically, that’s true. 

But you should know, too, 
that thousands upon thousands 
of young men and women enter 
college not adequately schooled, 
not trained to study, not self- 
disciplined—and ill-equipped 
physically to meet the rigors 
of what should be the four 
most wonderful years of their 
lives. 

Your son and daughter could 
be among these thousands. 

As a specialist in physical 
fitness, my concern, naturally, 


is with the physical equipment 
they will carry into the halls 
of higher learning. But I’m 
aware, too, that there is an 
inexorable link between aca- 
demic and physical well-being. 

College studies ate not easy, 
even for the exceptional stu- 
dent. And when the college 
freshman tackles the job with- 
out the pro academic prep- 
aration in high school gs 
are that much tougher, It 
means more tension, more and 
longer periods of study—and 
heavier demands on the sys- 


tem. 
What outlets are there? 


Unhappily, only in the fresh- 
man year is physical education 
compulsory in the vast ma- 
jority of colleges. After that, 
it’s optional, which means that 
most students don’t bother to 
take it. Intramural competi- 
tion is available, of course, but 
too many students duck it. 

One of our large Eastern 
girls’ colleges has all of the 
gymnastics equipment in the 
world. When I asked how 
many of the 2000 undergrad- 
uates came in to work out 
each week, I was told an aver- 
age of 12. 


As is so 2 aye the case 
in high sch our colleges 
pour millions into athletic 
plants that either stand idle 
much of the year or are used 
by a few—and the few usually 
are the ones who would keep 
active even if there weren't 
facilities around. 

One obvious answer to this 
situation, of course, is to en- 
courage the colleges to main- 
tain a compulsory physical 
education program throughout 
the four-year curriculum. 

All you have to do is look at 
longevity statistics to realize 
how vital physical activity is 
to our health. The older an 
American grows, the worse his 
prospects look. By the time 
he is 40, his life expectancy is 
poorer than that of the men 
of 10 other nations. And at 
50, his chances of living an- 
other 10 years are 24 per cent 
less than for an Italian and 55 
per cent less than for a Swede. 

Hypokinetic disease waits 
for the inactive. Heart attacks 
strike down twice as many 
sedentary as active people. 
Diabetes takes its toll at the 
same rate. Duodenal ulcers 
are more frequent in the sit- 
ters, as are nervous tensions, 
tension syndromes, painful 
shoulders and necks and the 
prevalent low back pain. 

Moreover, it has been scien- 
tifically proven that sedentary 
people can keep down their 
weight only by dieting severely 
—and there is nothing more

“| HAVE LONG BEEN 
puzzled by the expression “be- 
yond the pale’,” writes a read- 
er. “You read such statements 
as, ‘By this latest outrage 
against society, So-and-so has 
placed himself beyond (or ‘out- 
side of’) the pale.’ Does this 
refer to the tradition that 
purity is symbolized by the 
color white and wrongdoing is 
symbolized by ‘the forces of 
darkness’?” 


That's an ingenious veagye 
The 


pale” even 

pale” has nothing whatever to 
do with the adjective “pale,” 
meaning whitish or colorless. 


The “pale” we are = 
about when we use 
phrases actually means nnd 
or fencepost—a meaning which 
has come to us unchanged from 
the original Latin word “palus.” 
Since stakes or “palings” are 
generally used to mark off re- 
stricted areas, the word “pale” 
came in time to have the fig- 
urative meaning of a territory 
or district. 


Back in the fourteenth cen- 
tury the areas of Ireland which 
had been colonized by the Brit- 
ish were collectively known as 
The British Pale. The area, 
which included Dublin, Cork, 
Drogheda, Waterford and Wex- 
ford, was considered to be un- 
der British law—so that an 
thing that took place “outside 
the pale” would be beyond 
British jurisdiction. Thus when 
we sav that a person is “out- 
side the pale of the law” we 
mean that by his actions he 
has forfeited the protection 
that the laws provide to law- 
abiding citizens. 

No student of Anglo-Irish re- 
lations needs to be told that 
the Irish regarded British su- 
pervision as rather less than 
a mixed blessing. So it’s not 
surprising that the area known 
as The British Pale contracted 
steadily and, by the sixteenth 
century, it included only an 
area of about 20 miles around 
Dublin, 

Now, of course, The British 
Pale is merely a phrase to be 
found in the history books but 
the common phrases which it 
made os of our language — 
beyond, outside and within the 
pale—are still in daily use,

>) Leningrad Sights 


LENINGRAD, Sept. 25. 
OUR HOSTS HERE IN LENINGRAD—members of the 


ray Leningrad chapter of the United Nations Association—gave | 
» a dinner for those of us delegates of the American Associ- 


ation for the U.N. who have still a little more time to spend 


speeches on both sides were warm and reflected much ap- 
preciation of our meetings. 

At 11:30 Mr. and Mrs. Oscar de Lima, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ken Dyke and Dr. and Mrs. Clements left us, but the rest 
of us stayed on talking until midnight and some even later. 
I tried to explain to my neighbors at the dinner table the 
intricacies of American party politics, and after a long dis- 
cussion I think they felt that their one-party system was 
simpler and.perhaps better. From across the table I could 
hear Dr. Holcomb explaining reciprocal trade treaties, and 
I decided that he had an even harder task than mine. I’m 
sure, however, that his many years of teaching stood him in 
good stead, and there’s not much doubt that he did a bet- 
ter job than I at explaining. 

In the morning of the same day Dr. David Gurewitsch 
and I spent three hours at the pediatric institute that I had 
visited last year. I was much interested in the hospital’s 
work with premature babies. 


To inspire the students to work hard over 
these little mites, the institute has displayed on 
the walls pictures of great men who were prema- 
ture infants. We were told that many babies 
weighing as little as one and one-half pounds at 
birth progress well and become healthy children. 
The hospital does not use incubators, but the cribs 
are heated and so far as we could see all the 
youngsters seem to be thriving. 


We saw children from 2 months old and older being 
exercised, and we were told that the institute follows the 
Paviov theories, although in somewhat modified form. 

Our afternoon was spent at the Central Youth Palace, 
which is a magnificent building and is used by an organ- 
ization called the Pioneer Youth Children. Youngsters from 
all the schools of the city go there at least twice a week for 
two-hour sessions. There are singing and dancing classes 
and many other forms of recreation. And there is a chess 
room, under the direction of expert teachers, out of which 
have come three international champions. 

At the Palace we listened to a lecture on astronomy 
and outer space; we saw the room in which the children are 
taught by pictures about the five-year plan and the Russian 
economy; and we admired two story-telling rooms that are 
named after Pushkin and Gorki. 


Children were our guides, and they couldn't 
have been sweeter. -My guide, a girl of 13, spoke 
English quite well and when at her insistence I 
joined in the dancing she said approvingly, “You 
dance well.” 


In an annex nearby various arts and crafts are taught, 
and the machine shop looked to me about as well equipped 
as some of our best trade schools. Last year alone more 
than 2000 games, toys and radios were made in this build- 
ing by the youngsters, who took them to their respective 
schools for use. 

On the following day for four hours in the middle of 
the day Dr. Gurewitsch and I were in a rehabilitation cen- 
ter very much like Dr. Gurewitsch’s own hospital in Blyth- 
dale, N.Y. 

On our way home we went into a candy and cake and 
biscuit shop, and found it fascinating. Being a Saturday 
afternoon, the crowds are very large, especially around the 
fruit and cheese counters. And we noticed that many shop- 
pers were old men and women, who evidently are past 
working age and were helping the family by standing in 
line to buy the family food.

WELL, IT’S about time for 


duck stew 
but nothing about wild ducks. 
She turns to another cookbook 
and her world brightens when 
she discovers a heading, wild 
duck. She starts reading and 
runs into something like this: 

“Wild Duck—This is ticklish 
subject since there seem to 
be as many violent schools of 
thought on how to cook a duck 
as there are on how to make 
a mint julep. In general, how- 
ever, wild ducks are cooked 
such a short time that the blood 
runs when the duck is carved, 
or they can be cooked like a 
domestic duck. Etc.” 

Well, this isn’t much help to 
the Little Woman, so she sets 
out on her own. When Friend 
Husband sits down to eat the 
duck, he wishes he had let the 
dog keep it and wonders why 
he ever goes back for more. 

THE SITUATION really isn’t 
as complicated as it might 
seem, but first lets scotch that 
bit of nonsense about how true 
gourmets never touch a duck 
unless it’s been cooked such a 
short time it quacks when its 
carved. Wild duck, people keep 
saying, is never good unless it’s 


rare. 

All wild ducks have a strong 
and gamey taste, depending on 
their diets. This taste is sub- 
dued by proper cooking with 
the right accompaniments. I’ve 
yet to see one of those gour- 
met-sportsmen sit down to a 
10-minute duck and honestly 
enjoy himself. 

On the other hand, no one is 
in favor of cooking a wild duck 
until dry and over-done. A 
duck should be cooked no less 
than 15 minutes, or maybe 20 
depending on size, And there's 
no great mystery involved. 

When you've cleaned the 
bird, stick a few stalks of 
celery in the cavity, then rub 
the duck with salt and pepper 
and then with olive oil. Have 
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Wild duck, people keep saying, is never good unless it's rare. 


the oven at 500 degrees before 
the duck goes in. Let it brown 
swiftly and then reduce the 
heat a bit. Baste frequently. 


Any duck, wild or tame, will 
taste better with a good sauce. 
When the duck is done, save 
two tablespoons of the fat in 
the pan. Skim off the rest. Now 
pour off a cup of gravy and 
keep it hot. Work a tablespoon 
of flour into it to make a 
smooth paste and stir it into 
the liquid left in the pan. 
Season it with salt and cayenne 
pepper. Grate the peel of an 
orange into a third of a cup of 
orange juice and stir this in- 
to the gravy. Follow it with a 
tablespoon of orange Curacao 
mixed with a tablespoon of 
melted ae marmalade.

IF HE’S a dyed-in-the-wool 
duck hunter and brings home 
birds fairly regularly, you can 
vary the routine. For instance, 
while the bird is cooking, cut 
the meat of an orange and a 
lemon. Drop in boiling water 
and then drain. Add this to the 
natural juices while the duck 
is roasting. As the duck is 
taken out, add a pinch of cin- 
namon and a pinch of allspice 
and stir in half a glass of cur- 
rant jelly. Stir it for a few 
minutes, pour in a couple of 
jiggers of cognac and then set 
it on fire. 
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Or, put a chopped onion, a. 
little 0 be celery and six 
chopped mushrooms in a sauce 
pan, with a cup of half port 
and half Madeira wine. 

Simmer it slowly. After it 
has simmered a few minutes 
add a cup of chicken broth and 
a cup of dry white wine fla- 
vored with a little parsley and 
as much of a bay leaf as you 
like bay leaf. Let it simmer 
some more and then thicken 
the mixture with flour and but- 
ter. Cook it until it thickens. a 
little and then strain it through 
a cheesecloth. Season it with a 
lump of butter, a pinch of 
cayenne, the juice of half a 
lemon and a jigger of cognac. 
It should be fairly thick. Add 


‘all this to the natural juices 


when you take the bird out. 


OR, YOU CAN, as many pre- 
fer to do, marinate your duck 
in port wine, which brings out 
the best of the duck and elimi- 
nates the fishy taste. 

Say you have three wild 
ducks. Clean them, singe them 
and rub them inside and out 
with lemon juice, salt and 
course black pepper. Then make 
@ marinade as follows: One 
large bay leaf, two whole 


cloves, a small sliced carrot, a | 


small sliced onion and enough 
port wine to cover the birds. 
Let them marinate for 24 
hours. Then when you roast 
them baste them frequently 
with the sauce. 


Then make a port wine 
sauce. Mix a cup of port wine, 
a teaspoon of minced shallots, 
a sprig of thyme, the juice of 
two oranges, a fourth of a tea- 
spoon of lemon juice and a 
teaspoon of salt. Reduce this 
mixture over a hot flame to 
half its original volume and 
strain it through a fine cloth. 

Now mix a scant tablespoon 
of flour with enough water to 
make a thin paste. Then com- 
bine this with a cup of veal 
stock. Stir it until it’s smooth. 
Then add this to the reduced 
wine mixture. Bring it to a 
boil, skim it and let it simmer 
for five minutes. 

Serve it in a sauce boat 
along with your roast duck and 
count your blessings.
